Dear Sirs / Madams: 
The time is right for a Department of Justice anti-trust review of the actions of the Rain 
Alliance. Additionally, the actions of Impinj and Zebra Technologies. 


There is a specter around the UHF 915 MHz License free band. This specter is the unfair 
control through the use of communication protocol of the band by a few players that are 
involved in the RAIN Alliance trade association. There is “Per Se” violation of the rules. 
Impinj was already fined and paid $ 20 million to the SEC. 


For example, the Rain Alliance purports a US address at 401 Edgewater Place, Suite 600 
Wakefield MA, 01880, USA © 2024 RAIN RFID. On physical inspection of the building last summer 
there is no such business there. Rather, the location of it’s representative was last reported in the 
UK out of an apartment / condo. Over a year ago complaint was made and no correction to their 
web site was made. Our company made several contacts to join RAIN with no results. It is 
apparently an exclusive club. This leads one to believe RAIN is a collusive and fraudulent trade 
association. 


We allege RAIN, Impinj, and Zebra all attempt to restrain trade. For example, Orbiter has sold 915 
MHz product world wide since 1996 with encouragement from Motorola and then Zebra. Then 
during COVID Zebra announced we could not sell overseas and if we continued, they would 
terminate our supply agreement in the USA. We asked why and they said they had made an 
exclusive arrangement with others and we were being pushed out. 


However, we supply mission critical product and services to all US Military Lines of Service and NATO 
Countries. This includes the US Navy in Yokohama, Japan; the US Air Force in Aviano, Italy; and the 
US Marines and Air Force in Okinawa. Zebra’s and RAIN’s actions are harmful to the United States of 
America. RAIN and Zebra is using the common license free airways to extract monopoly power. 


Orbiter also provides school physical education lap counting to over 1000 schools including the 
largest school districts like Los Angles. Children depend on our UHF product (see: 
www.Orbiter.com/School ) Zebra’s attempt at controlling the UHF band harms tens of thousands of 
students. 


Thus, before a final determination is made on Next Nav... RAIN, Impinj, and Zebra should be 
investigated by regulatory agencies of the SEC, FCC, FTA, and Justice Department. Given RAIN is about 
the control of RFID supply chain the interests of all Americans are at stake. 
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
